Nehru Tells 


Of Pull-Back 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Prime 
Minister Jawaharla! Nehru re­ 
ported today that the Chinese 
Communists appear to be with­ 
drawing troops from rear areas 
but are holding fast to front line 
positions in India's North East 
Frontier Agency. 


Nehru admitted, however, that 
the situation .is “confusing” and 
he did not go so far as to accuse 
Peking of going back on its word. 


Peking Radio announced Sun­ 
day that its forces on the eastern 
sector of the border had with 
drawn Saturday in accordance 
with Red China's much publicized 
withdrawal offer last month. It 
did 
not mention other border 
areas. 


Nehru's 
report 
to 
Parliment 
today was the first official Indian 
word on the withdrawal. 


“Behind the Chinese front there 
have apparently been some with­ 
drawals.” Nehru said. “In front 
positions the Chinese may have 
thinned out but they have not 
withdrawn actually ” 


Nehru pointed out. tor example, 
that Peking had arranged to re­ 
turn S3 Indian prisoners at Bom- 
dila on Wednesday so the Chinese 
Communists obviously 
will nut 
have withdrawn from there by 
that time.

The application from Sheppard’s 
attorney, F Lee Bailey of Boston, 
did not raise the question of the 
former osteopath’s guilt or inno­ 
cence. It was “grounded upon and 
only upon the conduct of Mr. 
Sheppard since his incarceration." 


Sheppard presently is in the 
Marion Correctional Institution, a: 
medium security prison, where he j 
is serving a life sentence for sec­ 
ond degree murder. He was con­ 
victed for slaying his pregnant 
wife, Marilyn, in their suburban 
Cleveland home July 4, 1954. 


Sheppard entered Ohio Peniten­ 
tiary in 1955. He would have to; 
be confined until 1965 before being 
eligible for his first parole under 
a second degree murder term. 


A full commission hearing on 
lite application will await comple­ 
tion of a routine field investiga­ 
tion, including a medical and per­ 
sonality evaluation of Sheppard. 
The commission’s recommenda­ 
tion would be forwarded to the 
governor following a hearing.

ing Pennsylvania Railroad Pres­ 
ident Allen J. Greenough,

Passengers had only to go up 
one flight of stairs and they were 
in the heart of Philadelphia, and 
only a minutes walk from City 
Hall. 
After an informal breakfast in 
which approximately 60 attended, 
Bucks County officials took Train 
512 at 9:37 a.m. for a return trip 
to Levittown.

One feature which the offi­ 
cials learned is that the engineer 
keeps a foot on a pressure pedal 
at all times. And when the foot is 
taken off, the train stops auto­ 
matically. 
During the tour, the general 
theme of the officials chatter con­ 
cerned the “easy way of getting 
to Philadelphia." 
Officials said they were pleased 
with the new schedule and the 
regular service throughout the 
day, and were unanimously op­ 
timistic in their discussions. 
The express train itself added 
a tint of optimism to the talks. 
Although it left the Levittown sta­ 
tion one minute late, it arrived 
in Philadelphia at 8:21, or four 
minutes early. 
John Hess, a member of the 
Bristol Township School 
Board, 
and a commuter who works at 
Penn Center Plaza in Philadel­ 
phia, said that regular commuters 
were in “a cheerful mood this 
morning.” 
Hess said the “ride was won­ 
derful and the cars were freshly 
painted and clean. For many peo­ 
ple who took advantage of the 
new schedule and rates, it was 
a new adventure and they just 
loved it.” 
40-Minute Ride 
The ride rn took about 40 min­ 
utes, cutting off 15 minutes from 
the old schedule. 
Commuters who took the early 
trains at about 7:08 a m. can now 
take the 7:41 train and arrive on 
time for work. 
“This gives the commuter a 
chance to get a few extra winks 
in the morning, and he doesn’t 
have to waste so much time to 
get to work on time,'* H en noted. 
The township board member 
said “for the person who has to 
punch a clock, this is quite a 
revelation.” 
He explained that free parking 
at the railroad stations was also 
a contributing factor to the suc­ 
cess of the operation.

The Bucks County Republican 
Finance Committee spoil $39,748 
in the past election campaign, a 
statement filed today with the 
County Board of Elections re­ 
vealed.

The campaign expenditure falls 
way below the 1960 presidential 
year when the committee paid

’62 campaign. Curtin who was re­ 
elected to a fourth term, received 
$3,101 in contributions. 
In the Nov. 6 general election, 
the GOP re-elected a state sena­ 
tor and two assembly members 
and Curtin. 
The county Democratic finance 
committee has not yet filed a 
statement but said it will do so 
before the Saturday deadline 
.

Two Weeks Ago

larly with rain, low ceilings and 
wet surfaces. 
The veteran pilot, a top air safe­ 
ty expert of the Air Line Pilots 
Association, was taking issue in 
the article with plans to put a new 
instrument landing system <1LS) 
mi Runway 31R. Bechtold said the 
poor weather aid belonged on 
Runway 13, not 31R, to supple­ 
ment Instrument landings from 
the southeast normally made on 
Runway 4. 
The article said there were too 
many missed approaches occur­ 
ring on Runways 4 and 13 under 
certain wind and weather condi­ 
tions, mainly because pilots halve 
to circle sharply before lining up 
their approach. 


“From the pilot viewpoint, an 
1LS on the southeast (approach) 
to Runway 13 is almost manda­ 
tory," 
Bechtold 
wrote. 
“No 
crystal ball is needed for this.” 
Margins Thin 
“Thousands of operating hours 
by experienced jct pilots should 
not be ignored,” he continued. 
“There is no selfish motive in­ 
volved here. Our margins are 
woefully thin.. .We need an ILS 
on Runway 13 at Idlewild and 
maximum effort should be ex­ 
panded to get it.” 
There is some evidence, particu­ 
lar from survivor accounts, that 
Bechtold tried to execute a mis­ 
sed approach when he apparently 
came in too high from the south­ 
east.
